Minister Advised to Insist on Irish 
Materials 


The Commission has already experi- 
enced a certain amount of difficulty in 
getting the authorities of some of the 
voluntary hospitals to recognise their 
obligations in this regard. and, therefore, 
it would advise. the Minister that there 
is a necessitv for insistence on the use of 
Irish manufactured materials in hospital 
construction and equipment and for closely 
supervising the expenditure of grants from 
the Hospitals Trust Fund to this end. 


Showroom Suggested 


It is the opinion of the Commission that 
many advantages would accrue from the 
opening of a small showroom where sample 
items of hospital equipment. manvfactured 
in Ireland, could be exhibited. Necessary 
encouragement would therebv be given to 
the home manufacturers concerned, as 
well as an incentive provided for others to 
extend. the range of Trish manufactures 
and materials thus displaved. Such a 
showroom would also be the meane ol 
enabling the ideas of hospital authorities 
in regard to improvements to he pooled, 
and would thus tend towards the 
standardisation .of home manufactured 
equipment items at a level which would 
satisfy all normal reqz*rements.

Che River Moy

Order of Precedence 


There is a different order of precedence 
for each of the three countries—England, 
Scotland, Ireland.and for Northern Ite 
land. At the head of albfour stahds the 

‘Sovereign. In England, after him comes 
the Royal Family, but in Scotland it is 
the Lord High Commissioner to the 
General Assembly of the Church of Scot- 
land. © In Ireland it is the Lord Liew 
tenant, and then the Prince of Wales, the 
King’s sons, and then the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin, who, within the confines of the 
City of Dublin, has precedence over all 
mpishops and archbishops of England, 
lreland, Scotland, and over the officers of 
State and judges, 

In Northern Ireland the order is the 
King, the Governor-General, the Royal 
Family, the County Lieutenants, the 
Primate and Archbishops of Armagh, the 
Prime Minister, and the Lord Mayor of 
Belfast, who, as is seen, has a much 
lower order than the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin. This seems to be compensated for 
ba allowing him precedence over all except 
the King or the Governor-General, while 
he is within tne limits of the City Hall. 

In England, contrary to what might be 
expected, the Prime Minister is com: 
paratively far down the list, being pre- 
ceded the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
the Lord Chancellor, and the Archbishop 
of York.

ing of the Dublin Fever ‘Hospital Bill, 1956, 
in the Dail yesterday, said that the bill was 
intended to implement an agreement arrived 
at between the Corporation of Dublin, the 
Dublin Board of Public Health and the 
Trustees of the House of Recovery and Fever 
Hospital, Cork street, Dablin, with a view to 
the provision of “impréved institutional ac 
commodation for cases of infectious disease 
occurring in Dublin city and county. ' 
principal institution at present available oi 
the treatmeet oí such patients was the Cork 
Street Fever Hospital, Dublin, founded about 
130 vears ago, and which was under the con 
trol of a voluntary association incorporated 
by charter in 1 under the name of the 
House ot Recovery and Fever Hospital, Cork 
street, Dublin 
That institution contained about 250 beds, 
and the Convalescent Home at Beneavin, 
Finglas, County Dublin, was owned by the 
same body. There were also beds for cases 
of infectious disease available in Clonskeagh 
Fever Hospital, and in several of the general 
hospitals in Dublin city. Recent epidemic: 
of diphtheria and scarlet feyer im Dublin 
city and portions of Dublin county had de 
monstratéd that the existing nstitutional 
accommodation for dealing with cases of in 
fectious disease in those areas was inadequate. 
A grant had already been made available 
from the Sweepstakes Funds for the exten 
sion of the Cork Street Fever Hospital, but 
it was not possible to provide any further 
suitable accommodation for the purpose on 
the site of the present institution, and the 
continuance of a fever’ héspital in the midst 
of a densely populated area was open to 
serious ubjection 


ESTABLISHMENT EXPENSES 


It was, therefore, necessary to obtain a 
new site, and it was deemed desirable that 
the proposed new institution should provide 
sufficient facilities for the treatment of all 
cases of inteciious disease occurring in 
Dublin City and County, so as to obviate 
the present objectionable arrangement under 
which such patients were dealt with in 
several institutions and were received into 
hospitals in which other non-infectious cases 
were treated. Moreover, as ‘he great majority 
of the patients dealt with in Cork Street 
Fever Hospital were paid for by the Dublin 
Corporation and the Board of Publin Health, 
it was obvious that those authorities should 
be represented on the governing board of the 
fever hospital which was to serve their ad- 
ministrative areas The grant already made 
from sweepstakes. funds to the trustees of

the Cork Street Fever Hospital would be 
made available in respect of the expenditure 
involved in the provision of the new hospital, 

The chargeability of the cost of admuinister- 
ing the new institution had also been agreed 
upon. The annual establishment expenses 
would be payable by the Dublin Corporation 
and the Board of Public Health im the pro- 
portion of the respective valuations of the 
City and County of Dublin, while the 
patients’ expenses would be defrayed Rí the 
sanitarv authority oí the area in wbich the 
patients had resided before heing sent to 
the institution. 


SUGGESTED NAME 


Mr. P. 8. DOYLE (U.I., Dublin, 8.), sup- 
porting the bill, suggested that the new 
hospital should be calle ‘‘ The House of Re- 
covery ” as a compliment to the Board that 
had carried on that class of treatment for 
so many years. There would thus be a 

of continuity. In recent years, owing to the 
lack of adequate accommodation at Cork: 
Street Fevér Hospital, there had been an 
increasing number of people refused admis- 
sion, and he thought 400 beds in the new 
hospital insufficient.

Girtin. and Turner were fellow- 
students and friends, He ventured to 
suggest that Girtin was the leader and the 
treater artist until his premature death in 
1802. at the age of twenty-seven. It was 
not an empty compliment when Turner said : 
“If poor Tom had lived I would have 
starved.”’ Turner went on, till his death in 
1851, to be one of the world’s greatest 
painters. With Girtin and Turner a new out- 
ook in water colour began. These men 
really looked at nature, at effects of atmos- 
phere and sunlight. Vivacity and freshness 
came into the work of the British school. 
No donger could it be said that “‘they know 
as little of nature as a hackney-coach horse 
does of a pasture,” 


/ A NEW PHASE 


At the end of the 18th century began, with 
Girtin and Turner, & uew ‘means of putting 
into words, as well as into paint, a possion 
as old as the hills, but always demanding 
fresh channels for its intimate expression. 
They made use of experience, but embarked 
on experiment. They were born with the 
artist’s wondering mind, intensely sensitive, 
intensely perceptive of beauty, and with an in- 
born natural gift for recording what they saw 
and felt. Their natural powers were fortified 
by the zeal with which they worked as 
students of nature and as copyists. Both were 
influenced by Canaletto. 

After 1796 Girtin broke away from his 
fellow-student, and developed a_ distinct 
manner of his own. His early drawings, like 
Turner's, were merely arcbitectural. Archi- 
tectural subjects still to a large extent were 
his chief theme, but the antiquarian and topo- 
graphical interest was absorbed in a more 
personal, more spiritual, approach. He de- 
veloped an outlook and a technique which 
were entirely his own. Rarely in art had 
there been so much original perceptiveness, 
so little actual dependence .upon tradition. 
His inventiveness, his vision and his tech- 
nique, made a new thing of British water- 
colour. He was the diviner who found many 
unknown springs. ; 


THE PAPER FACTOR 


Describing Girtin’s methods and technique, 
the lecturer said that “the progress 
of paper in later years to more 
thicknéss and solidity, with lavish applica- 
tion of size, and shininess and. hot-pressed 
surface. enabled the artists to use any amount 
of stippling and erasure, but contributed to 
4 Recline of water-colour from a true sim- 
plicity to an overwrought elaboration. A 
good many modern artists, seeking almost in 
vain for a suitable paper among the per- 
fected products of modern mills, envy Girtin 
@ material which not only encouraged, but 
enforced, a wise simplification.’’ 

Having dealt at length with Girtin’s tech- 
nique, illustrated by many slides, Mr. Hardie 
said that the new thing Girtin brought into 
water-colour was really his own personality. 
With Girtin a new school began, a school 
that allowed for the widest scope of self- 
expression. Girtin’s art seemed to end our 
era and to begin a new one. 


TURNER'S ACHIEVEMENT 


From 1800 onwards water-colour had a new 
and larger horizon. It was Turner who ex- 
tended that horizon. Turner was born two 
months after Girtin—in 1776 on 23rd April, a 
proper birthday for a great Englishman; for 
it was St. George’s Day, and the birthday 
of Shakespeare. He first exhibited at the 
Royal Academy in 1790, when he was 15, and 
soon had great success. In 1802, the year 
after Girtin’s death, on the strength of his

BANNED BOOKS PERMITS 


Mr. J. WALTER BECKETT (U.I., Dub- 
lin 8.) asked the Minister for Justice whether 
he had refused by letter dated November 6, 
1955, to grant a permit to a citizen to im- 
port a copy of a novel, the circalation of 
which had been prohibited in the Free State, 
but which was published wm full in serial 
form, subsequent to the prohibition, in a 
newspaper circulating in Saorstat Eireann; 
further, whether a permit dated December 5, 
1955, had been issued to another citizen to 
import six copies of another prohibited novel 
for free distribution in Saorstat Eireann, 
and if so, whether he would state the resaons 
for discrimination in the treatment of the 
two citizens. 

In reply, Dr. RYAN, Minister for Agricul- 
ture, for the Minister for Justice, said that 
by letter dated November 6 a permit to import 
a prohibited publication had been refused. 
No complaint under the Censorship of Publi- 
cations Act, 1929, had been received in respect 
of the publication of the book in question in 
serial form, and he had no information as to 
whether it was published in full or otherwise. 
A hot to import six copies of another 
rohibited publication was issued on December 
last. Such permits were issued only to 
responsible persons who had good reasons for 
requiring to have possession of the publica- 
tion. The application which was refused on 
November 6 did not disclose any such reasons. 
The application for the permit issued on 
December 5 was made by the author of the 
book. 

Mr. P. BELTON (Independent, Dublin, 
North) asked the Minister for Lands if he 
would give the names and locations of estates 
in County Dublin acquired by the Land Com- 
mission, in course of acquisition, and the 
acquisition of which was contemplated for 
sub-division among uneconomic holders and 
land-less men. 

Mr. 8. O'GRADY, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Minister for Lands, said that the 
statistical returns of the Land Commission 
showed that under the Land Act, 1923-33 in 
County Dublin to date were (a) 39 estates, 
comprising 5,265 acres, acquired for division;

MAGIC WINDOWS 


In his latest drawing, Turner looked 
through magic windows into infinity, shot 
with radiant light, and flashing. They were 
not loved by all. Here in Ireland, a coun- 
try of fierce, but harmless debate, they would 
like to know that Mr. Neville Lytton called 
them “the artistic offspring of the senile 
Turner,” and said that they ‘‘ show complete 
decay.’’ But he himself took A.E.’s words 
for their context, and said that they were 
“the gentlest dreams, the frailest, born and 
lost in a heartbeat,’’ that had ‘‘ become im- 
mortal as shining air.” In those last years 
Turner had become a magician, painting, not 
with colour, but with hght and air. He 
reached. a height where he stood alone, un- 
assailable, supreme. 

Turner lived to be 76. Apart from his vast 
output of oil paintings and of water-colours, 
which he sold, and of engravings, he left to 
the nation 19,000 water-colours and sketches. 
For sixty years Turner produced an average 
ot two works a day.

he plaintiffs claim an injunction restrain- 
ing the defendants from permitting to re- 
main, any portion of the Theatre, which, 
they allege, has caused, or will cause a 
nuisance or obstruction to the access of 
light to the windows or skylights of their 
sack manufacturing premises in Hawkins 
street and Poolbeg street. They also ask 
for an inquiry regarding damages, by 
resason of the alleged wrongful acts of the 
defendants in connection with the erection 
of the Theatre. ' 

The defence was a denial that the plaintiffs 
had enjoyed the use of the light for a period 
of twenty years as required by the Pre- 
scription Act, 1832, and a plea that the 
light was for twenty years interrupted by 
buildings on the site of the present theatre, 
and that the plaintiffs acquiesced in the inter- 
ruption. The defendants deny that the 
theatre obstructed or yoga diminished 
the light coming through the plaintfis’ win- 
dows, or that it had rendered the plaintiffs’ 
premises dark or unsuitable for their business. 

It was further pleaded by the defendants 
that if the theatre obstructed or diminished 
the light, the plaintifis had stood by and 
acquiesced, and impliedly assented to the 
erection of the theatre with full knowledge 
that when it was erected it would obstruct 
and diminish the light. The defendants 
say that the removal of any portion of the 
theatre would cause such expense and neces- 
sitate the performance of work of such

i Fateful Days 

The decision to hold the meeting of the 
League of Nations’ Council in London on 
Saturday has given widespread satisfac- 
tion. During the last few months Geneva 
has become a hot-bed of intrigue. Vested 
interests of all kinds have been disputing 
with one another over the problem of 
sanctions against Italy, and now that 
Germany has placed herself, as it were, in 
the dock, a change of venue is highly de- 
sirable. London’s atmosphere is very 
much calmer than that of Geneva. The 
huge army of satellites and “ hangers 
on ” that has entrenched itself around the 
headquarters of the League will be absent 
from Saturday's deliberations, and it is 
hoped that the Council will be in a position 
to examine its new problem, in the words 
of Britain’s Foreign Secretary, 
sightedly and objectively.”” There never 
was greater need for clarity of vision and 
objectivity of thought.

Germany has pre- 
cipitated a crisis in Europe that may have 
incalculable results, and, if the Council of 
the League of Nations puts a foot wrong, 
it easily may wreck the whole structure of 
collective security, destroy the League 
itself, and hur] mankind into another orgy 
of human slaughter. The meeting of the 
Council has been called at the urgent re- 
quest of France and Belgium. They accuse 
Germany of a deliberate breach of the 
Locarno Pact,.and it is more than likely 
that the French Government will demand 
the immediate imposition of sanctions 
against the erring State. There can be no 
question, of course, of armed action; but 
the Locarno Pact provides for 
measures 


joint 
against any signatory that 
breaks faith with the others, and there 
can be no doubt at all that Germany has 
been guilty of a very definite breach of 
faith. She has sent armed forces into the 
demilitarised zone without the consent, or 
even the knowledge, of her co-signatories, 
and consequently has exposed herself to 
the penalties to which her representatives 
agreed signed the pact. 
Whether or not economic sanctions would 


when they 
be of the least avail against Germany is 
open to doubt. The French, however, are 
taking a very strong line in the matter, 
and it is quite possible that they will seek

France is believed to be determined to 
inflict a severe diplomatic; defeat on the 
Germans, and to that end her representa- 
tives may insist that there shall be no 
kind of negotiations with Herr Hitler until 
he shall have withdrawn his troops from 
the re-occupied zone. In that event there 
assuredly Avill be serious trouble; for in 
their present temper the Germans never 
will consent to restore the status quo at 
the behest of the League of Nations. It 
must be remembered that Germany no 
longer is a member of the League, and, 
therefore, does not consider herself to be 
bound by any of its decisions; and if the 
Council orders Herr Hitler to take his 
troops away from the Rhine, his answer 
will be short and definite. The days of 
the demilitarised zone are over. Europe 
must reconcile itself to that fact. Locarno 
is as dead as Versailles. Might once 
again has become the criterion of inter- 
nationa] morality, and unless a completely 
fresh start is made now another world 
war will become a matter of years, if not, 
indeed, of months. The blunt truth is 
that. Germany refuses to recognise any 
law except her own will. She feels that 
she is sufficiently strong now to defy the 
rest of the world, and, with her vigorous 
population of nearly millions, 
claims for herself complete equality with 
the Powers that defeated her in 1918. if 
Britain and France, together with the 
minor States, were powerful enough to 
enforce their will upon Germany—if, for 
example the position was analogous with 
that of 1923, when the French marched 
into the Ruhr—the mere threat of Anglo- 
French action would send Herr Hitler's 
forces scuttling across the Rhine. As 
matters stand, however, no such situation 
exists. Germany's armed forces probably 
are stronger even than they were in 1914; 
she has a huge and admirably trained Air 
Force; and she is almost desperate. In 
these circumstances, those well-meaning 
persons who are crying out for strong 
action against Germany ought to realise 
what they are doing. ‘‘ Strong action '' 
at present easily might mean immediate 
war. Does any European in his senses 
want to involve the Continent in another 
struggle? Would not almost any other 


solution of the problem be preferable to 
that? 


What is the alternative? We hold no 
brief for Herr Hitler, whose actions 
hitherto have given little cause for. confi- 
dence’in his good faith, but we do think 
that his offer of a series of pacts of non- 
aggression ought to be considered 
seriously. It is argued that Germany's 
word cannot be trusted in any circum- 
stances; but, surely, it is better to bring 
her back into the fold of the League of 
Nations, where there will be some kind of 
contro] over her, than to declare her an 
outlaw. At the moment it is a physical 
impossibility to coerce Germany. For 
one thing, Britain is not prepared for a 
fight, having allowed her armaments to 
drop to a dangerous level; for another, 
neither Italy nor the United States of 
America would combine with the Western 
Powers in the event of a conflict. We 
are convinced that the only real hope for 
Europe lies. in an effort to translate 
Herr Hitler's spoken promises into facts, 
and to start the re-building of Europe 
right from the beginning again, At the 
moment all the neighbouring States are 
afraid of Germany. They do not know 
at what moment she may strike and 
present the world with another /ait 
accompli, and the result is that the whole

admit that Europe has no real guarantee 
that the Germans would keep their word 
in the matter of their proffered pacts of 
non-aggression, but, surely, this difficulty 
applies to any agreement with a totali- 
tarian State. The point is that, with 
such a series of pacts, there may be some 
hope of European peace ; without it there 
will be none. If Germany is snubbed 
now by the Council of the League an early 
war will become inevitable. Sanctions 
of one kind or another may be applied 
with varying success, but such a wave of 
ill-feeling will sweep across the German 
Reich that the desire for revenge will 
become irresistible. Herr Hitler has 
acted once again with an entire absence 
of tact, and a complete misunderstanding 
of the psychology of the people with whom 
he is dealing; but Adolf Hitler will not 
last for ever, whereas the German people, 
who for the time being are under his 
sway, must continue to constitute the 
most stable, and in many respects the 
most powerful, element in continental 
Europe. We believe that Europe has a 
chance now to take a great stride for- 
ward; Saturday's meeting will decide. 


Censorship 


In the Dúil yesterday Mr. J. Walter 
Beckett asked the Minister for Justice a 
question concerning an anomaly in the 
administration of the Censorship Act. The 
gist of the Minister’s answer was that, in 
certain circumstances, banned books are 
admitted into the Free State for the use 
of responsible persons. He took no trouble 
to explain what he meant by certain 
circumstances, or by what test persons 
were judged sufficiently responsible to be 
permitted this explosive Mr. 
Beckett's question had no great import- 
Its value lay entirely in the fact 
that it elicited from the Minister a reply 
so evasive in its generality as to suggest 
that he was thoroughly ashamed of the 
Censorship Act. So, indeed, is every 
decent person in the Free State. The Act 
has been in operation now for the best 
part of seven years.

It has done nothing

common-sense and unbiassed judgment. 
It has paid no regard whatever to that 
section of the Act which provides that a 
book, in order to come under the ban, 
must be “in its general tendency indecent 
’: for it has banned more than 
one long. novel for the sake of a single 
page in doubtful taste, and it has banned 
many others for little greater cause of 
Offence. We prefer not to dwell upon the 
occasion. when the Board vetoed the cir- 
culation book which could not be 
construed by the most ingenious mind on

ship Board—which is merely a figure

Domestic Oil 


Great Britain is only one of the nations 
which have been indulging.in a search for 
oil om her own territories, and the reason 
is not far to seek. Coal, formerly the 
essential fuel, can be found in many 
countries, but oil exists only in a few parts 
of the world, and the supply can be cut off 
fairly easily in time of war. Motor-cars, 
aeroplanes, and even ships have come to 
depend on oil, and the plight of any 
modern nation which is forced to do with- 
out it can be guessed by the fact that “oil 
sanctions’’ are agreed to be the severest 
restraint which can be imposed on Italy, 
short of actual warfare. For most 
countries oil must be brought from a 
source thousands of miles away. In the 
case of Great Britain the main source is at 
Haifa, in Palestine, which stands at the 
end of a six-hundred miles pipe-line from 
the oilfields in Iraq. The pipe-line itself 
could be cut, and in any event there re- 
mains the Jong journey through the 
Mediterranean before the supplies can 
reach home. If a war should take place, 
Great Britain’s cargoes of oil. would have 
to run the gauntlet for about three 
thousand miles, and nobody can tell how 
many of them might be sunk on the way. 
The only safety for Great Britain—not to 
speak of such nations as France, Germany 
and Italy—lies in a home supply, and ex- 
periments have been taking place in all 
these countries to see whether a supply 
is available. In England the search has 
continued steadily since the end of the 
Great War, and has had a moderate 
success. Sir John Cadman, an expert on 
the subject, said on Tuesday that oil had 
been discovered in several parts of 
England and Scotland, and that drilling 
would begin very soon in a few selected 
places, What the result will be nobody 
pretends to know. If oil is found in large 
quantities, Great Britain. can face the 
future in a slightly more confident frame 
of mind ; if not, she will have another ex- 
cellent reason to strengthen her Navy. 


~The Family Aeroplane | 

Some time ago a tiny aeroplane appeared 
in England from its birthplace in France. 
It was the invention of a“French -airman 
who wrote a book to describe the construc- 
tion of.the machine. Several enthusiasts 
in England built themselves “ Flying 
Fleas ” from these instructions, and flew 
them with varying success; and later the 
Carden-Baynes. Aircraft Company began 
to manufactuté® the little aeroplanes in 
small numbers. Until the present the 
‘Flying Flea,’ ‘in the main, had 
interested..only those actively concerned 
in aviation; and, although prophecies had 
been made that this “ Flying Flea ” was 
the long-awaited ‘‘ everyman’s aero- 
plane, the public’s interest in its develop- 
ment remained somewhat lukewarm. Then 


last week the Carden-Baynes Company 


sent one of its little machines on a tour 
which will continue yntil the late autumn 
as a means to enlist the interest of garage 
proprietors and their customers in the 
invention. The company exhibits the aero- 
plane at a local garage throughout the 
week, and then makes exhibition flights 
with it during the week-end. The pilot is 
Mr. 8S. V. Appleby, who flew the first 
‘Flea ’’ from France last year. Clearly 
the idea is a good one, since, if flying ever 
is to become as popular as motoring, the 
ordinary garage proprietor, rather than 
the aviation expert alone, must have a 
large share in the distribution of 
machines; and we would like to see the 
tour extended to include a few months in 
the Irish Free State. It seems as if, after 
a multitude of false starts, civil aviation 
at last is beginning to show some signs of 
development in this country; and, now 
that the start has been made, we are sure 
that the Irish people will want to keep 
abreast of all that is being done in the 
field of air transport. It has been reported 
from certain sources that this '“ Flying 
Flea ' is not entirely satisfactory; but, 
whether or not there is any justification 
for the complaint, it would be stimulating 
to see the machine in operation.

MISSIONARY WORK IN INDIA 
AND AFRICA 


FF“ 
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Lectures on the work oí the Bible Church- 
men's Missionary Society in India and the 
Lake Rudolf district of Africa were given at 
the annual meeting of the Society in 42 
Dawson street, Dublin, yesterday, by Dr. 
Fraser-Smith and the Rev. W. Owen respec: 
tively. 

Dr. Fraser-Smith, who is a surgeon at the 
hospital in Kachhwa, described the activities 
of the mission in the united provinces of 
Allahabad and Benares, telling a graphic story 
of life in one of the hottest parts of India 
Some of the patients travelled 400 miles to be 
treated. 

The Rev. W. Owen described the work of 
the mission among the war-like tribes around 
Lake Rudolf. Most of those on the east side 
are of a wild, nomadic nature, and bow to 
no King, few of them, indeed, having ever 
seen a white man. The lake itself, which is 
about 200 miles long and 37 miles wide. is 
bounded by the outposts of Abyssinia, Kenya, 
Uganda, and the Sudan; but so barren are its 
shores that they are seldom visited by any- 
one other than the local tribes. For six 
months of the year the country is without 
rain, and from December till March it is 
swept by scorching, sand-ridden winds, that 
remove almost the last trace of moisture from 
its surface.

E King’s message to the House of 

Commons concerning the Civil List 
was in accordance with expectation, 
though there was an element of sur- 
prise in the fact that the King desires 
that the contingency of his marriage 
shall be taken into account, entailing pro- 
vision for the Queen and members of his 
family. At the same, time suitable pro 
vision will be made for the Duke of York 
as the Heir-Presumptive, and will be made 
out of the revenues of the Duchy of Corn 
wall while they are vested in the Crown. 
This provision clearly indicates that, in 
view of the sibility of a future Prince 
of Wales, who would become entitled a: 
birth to the proceeds of the Duchy, th: 
King does not intend to surrender them 
to the Treasury. The Treasury will 
gain, however, by the fact that the King 
will make adequate provision for the 
Duke of York, and, at the same time, will 
take a rather smaller income from th. 
Crown lands. A committee will be ap 
pointed to-morrow to settle details. Queen 
Mary and the children of the late King 
are all provided for by the former (Ci, 
List Act, and there will be no change, so 
far as they are concerned, except in the 
case of the Duke of York. Queen Maz 
will receive an income of £70.06 
per annum from the Crown lands. 


The Council’s Meeting

There is a feeling, how 
eyer, that, if the discussions can be con- 
ducted in a cool and calm atmosphere 
good is bound to result. The danger of 
war is regarded as remote, but there is a 
rowing opinion at the same time that the 
yérmans must be induced to realise that 
the breaking of treaties is not a practice 
fo be encouraged. The British Goverr 
ment’s attitude is unknown, but it is 
rumoured that France and Germany vw 
be asked to let the Hague Court decide 
whether the French pact with Russia in 
fringes the terms of the Locarno Treaty. 

It is not known whether Germany will 
be officially represented when the meeting 
opens, but, as it is likely to be prolonged 
over a week, Germany conceivably ma; 
return during that period. In the mean- 
while, it is expected that Herr von Rib- 
bentrop will come from Berlin armed 
with Herr Hitler’s authority to take part 
in the proceedings if necessary. If so, he 
may be accompanied by Dr. Dheckhoff, 
second in command at the German Foreign 
Office. 


Meetings Outside Geneva 


The last meeting of the Council outside 
Geneva was in 1931, when it assembled in 
Paris to review the crisis in Manchuria, 
and the setting up of the Manchukuo 
Empire. Earlier in its history, when th: 
League had its offices in London, it met in 
Paris, San Sebastian, Rome, Brusse!s 
Lugano and Madrid. Its last meeting in 
London was in 1922. When the Counci! 
meets outside Geneva, it is usually on the 
invitation of one of the member States, 
and it had been decided, in view of thi 
disorganisation likely to be caused by the 
move from the Palais des Nations, to 
accept an invitation from the Rumanian 
Government to hold the May meeting in 
Bukharest. Invitation generally costs the 
inviting Governrhent about £5,000, and as 
about. sixty League officials, including i» 
terpreters, minute-writers and members o/ 
various departments, will come to London 
for Saturday’s meeting, the expense 
certainly will be about the average.

That is the position to be faced at the 
conference of Locarno signatories in White- 
hall to-day and of the League Council on 
Saturday. 

Belgium’s attitude is unwavering. Her 
Prime Minister declared in the Chamber 
yesterday that Belgium was ready to play 
her part in collective action. 

Germany is understood to have been 
invited to send a representative to the 
London meeting of the League Council, 
but she has not yet decided whether to 
accept or decline. There is a possibility 
that the German Government will wait to 
test the atmosphere after to-day’s meeting 
of the Locarno Powers. 


FRANCE IS PREPARED 


France is looking to London for salva- 
tion, says Reuter’s Paris Correspondent. 
In her hour of trial she turns to Britain, 
who, she believes, 1s still in a position to 
play her historic réle of holding the 
balance of power in Europe. Certain 
newspapers openly state that on Britain’s 
shoulders rests the responsibility of ' war 
or no war.” 

A communiqué issued by the French 
Ministry of War last evening estimates 
the German troops in the Rhineland zone 
at the high figure of 90,000, but asserts

that France is prepared on her frontier. 

The French viewpoint is that the fate 
of the League and the whole question ot 
collective security are at stake, and that 
war is the alternative if treaties are 
allowed to be destroyed at the will of the 
strongest, as was dramatically emphasised 
in M. Sarraut’s speech to the Chamber 
on Tuesday. 

The interpretation given of the French 
attitude in well-informed French circles is 
that, should collective security fail, 
France will leave the League of Nations. 
It is understood that the French Govern- 
ment has been informed by Belgium, 
Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia and Rumania 
that they would follow France’s departurp. 
It is also possible that Soviet Russia 
would do likewise. 


NO THREATS 


It was, however, stressed in official 
circles last evening that the French Govern- 
ment is intent on collaborating with 
Britain and the other signatories of 
Locarno and with the League, and that it 
does not wish to emphasise eventualities 
resulting from the breakdown of collective 
security, since any reference to the possi- 
bility of France leaving the League at such 
a critical moment would appear as a 
threat to Britain and the League. .

There is good reason to believe, says 
Reuter’s Diplomatic Correspondent, that 
an understanding of first-class importance 
has been reached between M. Flandin, the 
French Foreign Minister, and Signor 
Cerruti, Italian Ambassador jin Paris.

It is now officially admitted that France 
has asked what the British view would be 
towards economic sanctions against 
Germany. 


“SYMBOLIC WITHDRAWAL” 


It is expected in diplomatic circles in 
London, says Reuter, that the British will 
at to-day’s meeting propose a solution 
along the lines of a ‘‘symbolic with- 
drawal’’ from the demilitarised zone by 
Germany. The occupation of the Rhine- 
land must, however, be. really symbolic. 
A force of 40,000 men in the Rhineland 
is regarded neither by France nor by 
Great Britain as a symbolic occupation.

Weare anti- 
sanctionist by nature. We oppose 
sanctions in principle because we consider 
that they are futile and because they hit 
the weakest portion of the nation. We 
cannot fail te observe the discrimination 
which Britain is showing in favour of Ger- 
many, however, and we feel that the same 
standard should be applied to all 
countries. 

The attitude of Italy after the denuncia- 
tion of Locarno is one of the greatest 
reserve. Nevertheless, the Italian delega- 
tion in the coming conversations will give 
close attention to the new situation, it is 
stated, and will do all it can to promote 
the peace of Europe. 

The adjournment of the meeting of the 
Geneva Committee of Thirteen to consider 
peace in Abyssinia is viewed officially 
“with indifference.”” In some quarters, 
however, it has caused satisfaction, for it 
is felt that every day’s postponement of 
negotiations will strengthen Italy's 
military position and make the Abyssinians 
more amenable. 


THE SMALL STATES 


GENEVA, Wednesday. 


Representatives of the States of the 
Little and Balkan Ententes—Yugoslavia, 
Czechoslovakia, Rumania, Bulgaria, 
Greece and Turkey—spent the day in 
Geneva drawing up the general lines of 
policy to be pursued by the two groups 
at the London talks and the Council 
meeting on the Locarno Treaty. 

M. Titulescu, of Rumania, and Cemal 
Husni, of Turkey—representatives of the 
two Ententes—will leave for London to- 
night with very definite instructions from 
their colleagues to press for energetic 
action by the League against Germany.

France has not refrained from 
re-arming by a single rifle since the 
Locarno Treaty.”

GERMANY’S CHALLENGE 


If Germany had desired to challenge

Sir Austen Chamberlain made this 
declaration at the annual dinner of the 
Cambridge University Conservative Asso- 
ciation last night.

TRICT secrecy has been maintained 
with regard to the reported negotia- 
tions for the establishment in the Irish 
Free State of one of the largest and most 
up-to-date oil refineries in the world, but 
it is believed that the company behind the 
negotiations, which may result in a 
monopoly of the Free State oil market, 
is the London and Thames Haven Oil 
Wharves, Ltd. The company carries on 
petroleum storage, blending and refining, 
and is the largest in England outside the 
petroleum companies themselves. Its 
properties consist of some two thousand 
acres of freehold land in the Port ef 
London, equipped with wharves, storage 
tanks and refineries. Tankage exists for 
over 1,100,000 tons of oil, making the 
Thames Haven dépét the largest in the 
world. The refineries are capable of deal- 
ing with thousands of tons of crude oil 
daily. In addition to the handling plant, 
comprising boilers, pumps and power 
station, the works include five miles of 
private railway sidings and five deep 
water jetties capable of accommodating 
the largest tank steamers. 


PROGRESS 


Remarkable progress has been made 
since the company was registered 37 years 
ago, with a capital of £45,000. Its 
capital is now £1,500,000, and tax-free 
dividends of 10 per cent. have been paid 
for many years, with an additional bonus 
of 5 per cent. 

The company controls the London Oil 
Storage Co., which is engaged in a similar 
class of business, and is interested in 
Compagnie Industrielie Maratime, whose 
headquarters is at Havre. 

It is stated that the proposed monopoly 
envisages the absorption of the present oil 
refinery at Cork Harbour, and that a 
large plant is to be built there. 

The Cork Harbour Oil Wharves, Ltd., 
is a company registered in 1931, and owns 
leasehold properties, expiring in 1973, on 
the island of Haulbowline, and equip- 
ment, which includes, at present, a 
refinery and storage tanks for 16,350 tons 
of oil. Its capital is £5,000 in shares of 
£l each. Mr. J. H. Varley, a director, is 
the resident manager. 


SHARE CAPITAL 


Oil Wharves, Ltd., was registered in 
1955 to acquire the whole of the issued 
capitals of the Cork Harbour Oil Wharves, 
Ltd., and the Ship Canal Oil Storage Com- 
pany, which owns freehold and leasehold 
properties on the Manchester Ship Canal. 
The consideration for the whole of the 
Cork company’s issued share capital was 
£30,000 — payable £10,000 cash and 
£20,000 in shares. Part of the share 
capital of the Cork concern was purchased 
by an oil producing company at the same 
ga per share as it was acguired by Oil 

harves, Ltd. 'The purchasers have also 
taken up the balance of the unissued 
capital of the Cork company at the same 
price, and Oil Wharves, Ltd., now holds 
50 per cent. of the issued capital of the 
Cork company. 


NEGOTIATIONS 


Mr. Arthur T. Beasley, M.B.E., 
M.Inst.P.T., a director of the Cork 
concern, stated in London this evening 
that he was aware that for a very con- 
siderable time negotiations had been on 
foot with the Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce for the establishment of a large 
oil refinery in the Free State. Whether 
these would be brought to a successful con- 
clusion was mainly a question of the point 
of view of the Free State Government. 
The working of a refinery gave a consider- 
able amount of employment, and from 
crude oil petrol, white spirits, paraffin, 
Diesel and fuel oils and other oils were 
manufactured. By special processes 
certain grades of lubricating oil were also 
obtainable. 

Mr. Thomas C. J. Burgess, Chairman 
and Joint.

THE ROOT OF THE

The Times remarks in a leading article 
to-day :—Mr. Eden is to be congratulated 
on the success of his wise proposal to 
transfer the meeting of the Locarno 
Powers to London. It appears to have 
given equal satisfaction in Paris and 
Berlin, and it adds that much encourage- 
ment to the second state of the discussion 
which began in Paris on Tuesday. British 
opinion also welcomes the migration to 
Whitehall. It is more than a convenience 
at this moment that the British repre- 
sentatives in to-day’s Conference, should 
be able to call their colleagues and the 
Cabinet, as a whole, into prompt con- 
sultation. The responsibility now laid 
upon the British Government is _ con- 
spicuous, and as unonvia>le as it is un- 
escapable. That need not ba a daunting 
reflection. It implies a summons to 
leadership and an opportunity such as 
has not hae in British hands since the 
first negotiations for the Locarno treaties 
began. The difficulties are not to be 
minimised. They are less tractable now 
than they were even in 1925, but it is 
encouraging, at least, that the two 
principals in the affair show no wish to 
aggravate them. Herr Hitler has clarified 
his undertakings by declaring expressly 
that he includes Austria and Czecho- 
slovakia among the neighbours of 
Germany to whom he offers pacts of non- 
aggression. And there can be nothing but 
gratitude here for the studied moderation 
in which M. Sarraut has spoken for a 
country which feels passionately that Herr 
Hitler’s stroke has done deep injury not 
only to itself, but also universally to the 
invisible web of peace. 

If Germany is sincere in contending— 
as she may contend with much justifica- 
tion—that no way has hitherto been 
granted her of freeing herself from one- 
sided treaties and impositions except by 
unilateral action, the value of the com- 
pensation that she is offering to Europe 
and to peace is incalculable. If@Germany 
is sincere, and if the breach of the Locarno 
Agreement is a culmination and not a 
precedent—everything depends on the 
ifs—would any French statesman set aside 
the offer in deliberate preference for an 
ultimatum and the due, but in such cir- 
cumstances wholly negative, process of 
law. Upon that hypothesis will an 
ultimatum be a contribution to Euro- 
pean peace or not. The questions 
answer themselves. The conclusion 
must be that the German recourse to 
force, coupled with the German proposals, 
demands question rather than counter- 
blow in the first place. It is for Germany 
herself to measure and accept the diffi- 
culties she has created. The universal 
doubt is not the product of malevolent 
imagination, but a hard-cored fact to be 
acknowledged, and it demands that she 
shall volunteer to the whole world some 
immediate practical proof that her action 
is not menacing, ot that the good faith 
of her offer is indisputable. If once that 
were done then the door would be set wide 
open for free negotiations, for the promise 
of a new peace for Europe, and for the 
reversal of all that has embittered and 
impoverished it these seventeen years.

PRINCIPAL QUESTION 


Mr. Norwood said that the principal 
question was whether a tenant for life 
was entitled to the £4,400 as his own per- 
sonal property, or whether it was an- 
nexed to the settlement; in other words, 
was it capital money? The compensation 
was awarded under the Criminal Injuries 
Act for damage done to the testator’s pro- 
perty at a time when Ireland was in a 
state of turmoil. Henry Valentine Mac- 
namara was the eldest son of Colonel 
Francis Macnamara, who died in 1873, 
having by will limited the family estates 
in County Clare, known as the Doolin 
estates, to his eldest son, Henry, for life, 
with remainder to his sons successively 
in tail male. 

Henry Valentine Macnamara had three 
houses on the settled estate, and, unfor- 
tunately, the tenants were the Royal 
Irish Constabulary.. The houses were at- 
tacked and totally destroyed in 1920 and 
1921.

FIRED ON 


Mr. Norwood said that Henry Valentine 
Macnamara was shot at and nearly killed. 
He’ went to live in England and died there. 
His estate was being administered in 
England, where the family, apart from 
Francis, lived. The County Court Judge 
awarded the father £5,000, and the British 
Treasury made an advance of £2,600. The 
Irish Free State undertook that any sum 
awarded by a Commission formed to review 
claims for compensation 
by them. The Commission reviewed the 
award of £5,000, and fixed the compensa- 
tion at £4,400. The Irish Free State then 
repaid the British Treasury £2,600, and 
they kept £1,800 in discharge of arrears 
of income tax owed by the testator.

LAND ’PLANES FOR 
FLIGHTS FROM IRELAND

LONDON, Wednesday. 

It was learned to-night that two power- 
ful aeroplanes for experiments in inau- 
gurating a trans-Atlantic service have 
been ordered by the Air Ministry from the 
de Havilland Aircraft Co. They are to be 
land ’planes, as distinct from the Short 
flying-boats which are under construction 
for a similar purpose, and which, it is 
hoped, will be ready this summer. 

The land ’planes will not be ready before 
the end of the year, and purely experi- 
mental flights will first be made for the 
purpose of gathering the extensive data 
required before a regular service cun be 
operated. They mag then be used for 
carrying mails. One reason why land 
‘planes are being built in addition to 
flying-boats is that the Air Ministry are 
anxious to study every suitable type of 
craft. 

Special features will be incorporated in 
the new machines to meet the needs of 
long-distance ocean flying. 

The Short fiving-boats, after experi- 
mental trips, will also be developed for 
mail purposes, and eventually, it is hoped, 
for a passenger service. The latter de- 
velopment is regarded as still a consider- 
able time ahead, however, as so many 
problems have to be exploded. 

The Mayo Composite aircraft is another 
machine in which trans-Atlantic flights 
are projected. It ts expected that the 
land "planes will fly on the direct route 
from Ireland to Newtoundland. The 
flying-boats will operate on this route or 
on the southern route ria the Azores and 
Bermuda, according to weather and other 
circumstances.

ESTERDAY in the Dail an incident 
took place which hardened political 
thinkers described as unprecedented. At 
the commencement of public business the 
House was advised that item 29 on the 
Order Paper would be taken at 8 p.m. ; 
and this statement, on its own, was fairly 
queer. Item 29 was a private motion 
standing in the name of Deputy Norton, 
and of some of his followers in the Labour 
Party, and it was ninth in the list of 
private deputies’ motions. 

In the normal course of events this 
motion might have come up for considera- 
tion quite seriously in two years’ time;

DEPUTY AND THE ARMY 
OF INSPECTORS 


On the Committee stage of the Agricultural 
Seeds Bill, 1955, the MINISTER FOR AGRI- 
CULTURE (Dr. Ryan) moved an amendment 
which, he said, was being inserted at the 
request of the trade, removing the obligation 
to indicate the country of origin on each small 
packet of imported seed, such as onions, 
turnip and carrot seeds for garden purposes, 

The amendment was agreed to. 

Dr. RYAN moved an amendment to enable 
employés of local authorities to be inspectors 
under the Act as well as officers of the 
Department. 

Mr. DILLON said the business of inspectors 
was becoming a standing terror. They already 
had a horde of inspectors under the Cattle 
and Sheep Act with nothing for them to do. 
A farmer living on twelve acres of land in 
the West of Ireland whose income amounted 
to 15s. a week was liable to be called upon 
by the seeds and weeds inspector, the veter- 
inary inspector, the tuberculosis in cattle 
inspector, the warble fly inspector, the meat 
inspector, the dairy inspector, and by the 
cattle and cowsheds inspector, any one of 
whom was being paid more by the farmer 
than the farmer earned in twelve months. 
The appointment of inspectors was becoming 
a public scandal. 

Dr. RYAN said that he did not think that 
it would be necessary to appoint new inspec- 
tors under the bill. The local authority would 
be charged with carrying out, the provisions 
of the Act. 

The Committee stage was passed, and the 
report stage will be taken to-day.

LONG SILENCE IN THE 
HOUSE 


The following motion, under the names of 
Messrs. W. ‘Norton, T. J. Murphy, and 
Michael J. Keyes, three Labour Deputies, 
was proposed:—‘‘That the Unemployment 
Assistance (Employment Periods) Order, 
1936, laid on the table of the Dail on the 
4th March, 1936, shall be, and is hereby, 
annulled.’ 

Mr. W. NORTON said that he wished to 
draw the attention of the House to what 
was happening under the Unemployment 
Period Order this year as compared with the 
position last year. 

The present Order, he said, affected persons 
with a valuation of £4 and over. The Orders 
made in 1935 were operative for a total 
eyes of 16 weeks. It was then admitted 
y the Minister that there had been no in- 
vestigation on a national scale to satisfy 
himself that the persons in the category 
were able to obtain work during the cur- 
rency of the Order. The object of the present 
Order was to prevent persons holding land 
of £4 valuation or over from receiving un- 
employment assistance benefit for a total 
period of 34 weeks, beginning earlier and 
ending later than last year. The Government 
were by these Orders saving as much as 
possible at the expense of those who were 
formerly entitled to those benefits. Last year 
the Minister saved £2,400 a week. and this 
vear he expected to save £81,000 at the 
expense of small farmers. It was preposterous 
to suggest that the small farmer could utilise 
a farm of £4 valuation for the period men- 
tioned in the Order, and it was absurd to 
say that it would be possible to live within 
the margin of £39 after all expenses had 
been met. 


PERIODS OF SILENCE 


After the motion had been formally 
seconded by Alderman R. Corish (Labour, 
Wexford), the Minister did not rise to reply. 

Questioned by Mr. 3 ‘Y, who asked 
if the Minister was not going to defend his 
own order, Mr. Lemass said that he intended 
to speak later. 

There was silence in the Chamber for about 
a minute; then for a further period of nearly 
eight minutes, during which nobody rose to 
speak, good-humoured exchanges passed 
among the members of the different parties.

The people-who subscribed originally to the 
Dail Eireann External Loan had a right to be 
repaid, and the Government that was in office 
before the present. Government had promised 
to repay it, but it did not suit their political 

urposes to fulfil that promise. ‘‘ We," said 
Mr. Aiken, “ are carrying it out, and we are 
repaying the people who came forward in a 
time of national stress to help the people here 
at home, and if any of those people thought 
it wise in the interests of Ireland to transfer 
some of those bonds to the Jrish Press they 
had a perfectly legal right to do so.” 

Mr. COSGRAVE (U.I,, Cork) said that the 
Minister was awave of what had transpired 
in connection with this Loan. He was aware 
of the fact that proceedings were started in 
America, and that the present President of 
the Executive Council had been the instigator. 
Those proceedings went on for a number of 
years. What was the decision of the Courts? 

Mr. AIKEN+To repay the money to the 
subscribers. 

Mr. COSGRAVE—When was it accom- 
plished ? 

Mr. AIKEN—It. is being accomplished 


now. 

Mr. COSGRAVE asked was the Minister 
aware of the fact that his (Mr. Cosgrave’s) 
evidence before the Commission held here 
was that first they did not want the money, 
that when they got it it would be left here, 
and an equivalent sum to discharge all their 
liabilities would be added to.it. That was 
not accepted, but the moneys had not been 
entirely distributed before they left office; 
or, assuming that they were, they had not 
got possession of all the documents from the 
Court. He. believed that proceedings were 
in Court to get them, but it so happened 
that it suited the Minister And his party 
that it did not happen. They wanted none 
of that money for their party, and they 
undertook and would have discharged al! 
the debts and all the moneys that had been 
subscribed in America for the purpose had 
they n& been interfered with by the 
Minister’s party, the prime mover of which 
was President de Valera, That action cost 
the State £100,000 at least. Was that good 
business ? 


THE INTERNAL LOAN 


Continuing, Mr. COSGRAVE said that 
much the same sort of case had arisen about 
the Dail Internal Loan. The Minister could 
inguire from the Department if assignments 
had been allowed, but his recollection was 
oy they had been disallowed unless they 


partment. The money had been borrowed for 
a particular purpose, to be repaid to the sub- 
scribers. If the subscribers duly and properly 
sold their. bonds for a consideration, and if 
the consideration bore relation to the value, 
that was an entirely different situation from 
that of the unfortunate man finding himself 
in the position of having to transfer £100 
bonds for £10, £50, or even £90. He did not 
stand for that: it was not right. 

The MINISTER said that if a subscriber 
of £100 to National Loan got a bond the 
State would pay him £100 for it. If he 
wished to sell that £1°. of National Loan for 
£10 or £50, or give it away for nothing, 
would anyone say that the person to whom 
he assigned it was not entitled to the same 
rights as the original holder’ 

Mr. COSGRAVE said that the late Execu- 
tive Council would not stand for an assign- 
ment unless it had been positively proved 


| that the consideration was worth the money. 


Mr. MeGILLIGAN said that the whole 
object of the bill was to throw dirty money 
at the Ministry; there was no slur on the 
money so long as the /rish Press got ita 
hands on it.

CORK, Wednesday. 


PRISONER who has been in Cork 
Jail for the past four years was 
assisted to-day by a warder from the 
prison in an unsuccessful search for £655 
which, he asserts, he hid on a farm near 
Glanmire the night before he was com- 
mitted. to prison four years ago. The 
risoner is Peter O'Neill, of Templeogue, 
Janmire, and he was committed to prison 
for unsatisfactory answering in con- 
nection with the examination in bank- 
ruptcy of his brother. 

t was stated that a sum of £655 had 
been given by the bankrupt to his brother, 
Peter O'Neill, in return for cash lent and 
wages due, Peter, on failing to obey the 
order to hand it over to the Official 
Assignee, was committed to ~~ During 
the past four years several applications 
have been made at Cork Circuit Court for 
the prisoner's release, but all were 
refused. 

This morning another application for his 
release was refused by Judge O'Donnell, 
and then his counsel, Mr. M. O’Driscoll, 
announced that the prisoner was willing to 
hand over £250 to the Official Assignee if 
he was allowed to go and search for the 
money. The judge agreed, and later 
O'Neill, aocompanied by a prison warder, 
motored to the scene of the hidden money 
at Glanmire. 


A. VAIN SEARCH 


When the Court resumed after lunch 
Mr. O'Driscoll said that when his client 
and the warder got to the place they 
found that the hidden money had dis- 
appeared. 

O'Neill was sworn and told the judge 
that he had hidden the £655 in a sewer 
on the farm at Glanmire. He had told 
nobody, but the money had disappeared 
when he went there that day. He did not 
think it was a sewer that water passes 
through. He had now no money, only the 
clothes he stood up in. The money was in 
notes. 

Denis Daly, the warder, also described 
the fruitless treasure hunt. Everyone 
around the place, said witness, knew that 
O’Neill had hidden the money somewhere 
in. the neighbourhood. The farmer on 
whose land the money was stated to have 
been hidden had since sold his farm and 
gone to England. When witness was 
describing the sewer Judge O'Donnell 
said: ‘‘I will see it for myself.’’ 

Witness remarked that it was an ideal 
hiding place. 

It was further stated that the notes were 
inserted in a coffee tin, placed in the sewer 
or drain, and a big stone laid over 
the tin. 

Mr. J. F. Meagher, for the Official 
Assignee, suggested that it might be pos- 
sible to trace some of the notes. 

Mr. O'Driscoll appealed for O’Neill’s 
release on account of his health.

At last night’s meeting of the Corpora- 
tion, at which the Lord Mayor described 
the demand as one of the most unreason- 
able ever made on a public body, it was 
decided to refer the matter to a committee 
of the six aldermen, This committee has 
not yet met. 

To-day notice was given by the City 
Manager that, owing to the withdrawal of 
Corporation labour, water will not be 
available for other than domestic purposes 
after Tuesday, 17th March, and that 
from Wednesday, March 18th, water will 
be cut off from mills; factones and work- 
shops in order to ensure a reasonable 
supply for domestic purposes. 

1 another notice the City Manager 
announces that the followin laces in 
charge of the Corporation will he closed 
until further notice, as from Friday, 20th 
March :—Fitzgorald Park,’ St. Finbarr’s 
Cemetery, Grand Parade and Prince's 
street Markets, Bazaar Market and all 
other markets and all Corporation yards, 
shelters and playgrounds. 

Between 200 and 300 men will be in- 
volved in the strike should it take place, 
while the order closing the markets will 
affect nearly 100 stallholders and about 200 
employés.

Belfast. In this prison thev were doing their 
best to divide up the different classes of 
prisoners, and give them the amenities. to 
which prisoners in England were accustomed. 

Mr. J. Milne Barbour, Minister of Com- 
merce, referring to the supply of stationery 
to the Government, pointed out that contracts 
were usually solicited, and the policy of the 
Government was to give preference to loca! 
firms. Hé would, however, look into the 
matter. 


UNEMPLOYMENT 

Moving a supplementary estimate of 
£275,000 in respect of unemployment, Mr.

O-MORROW we may know whether 
Golden Miller is a horse or a rabbit— 
the bold and brilliant steeplechaser 
that he was here twelve months , when he 
just got the better of Thomond Il., or a 
feeble coney who will duck for a hole when 
he has had e 


Golden Miller has done since he turned from 
the straight path. He will be on trial here 
to-morrow, and it looks v much as if his 
reputation will stand or fall by his deport- 
ment in the race. 

My own opinion is that in this small field, 
with everything likely to be coming his way, 
and with a jockey not afraid to skelp him 
if he looks like needing it, he will win, 
and easily to boot. This is an assumption 
with which everyone will not agree, and the 
basis of their argument which is that a 
horse who has sinned once or twice is more 
likely than not to sin again, is theoretically 
sound enough. I prefer to be on the side 
of the angels and believe that Golden Miller 
will do nothing wrong. 

His task seems easier than =~ it has 
ever been in this race, where he has such 
a glorious record. I give Kellsboro’ Jack, 
Southern Hero, Brienz and Fouquet little 
or no chance with the real Golden Miller. 
In the case of the sixth runner, Royal Mail, 
to be the mount of Mr. Walwyn, as his 
owner, Mr. Lloyd Thomas is detained in 
Paris, it is hard to say how good he is, 
but he meets Golden Miller at evens, and 
not at the 17lb. which the Newbury Handi- 
capper put between them. 


Could Not be Better 


He would have to be very good, indeed, 
to beat Golden Miller at his best, and the 
latest information that Owen Anthony, his 
trainer, brought to the meeting to-day was 
that Golden Miller could not be better in 
himself. 

We had a grand day’s racing this after- 
noon, when the crowd was a deal bigger 
than that of yesterday, thouall the first day’s 
figures were practically the same as those 
of last year. Then, although it was colder, 
the mist had gone—as also had the incidence 
of winning favourites—and we could see 
everything.
